Waslungtan however did 
not slam the door on cooper- 
alionwitli Russia, noting tlial 
a meeting of foreign and de¬ 
fense ministers scheduled for 
later tlus week would go 
ahead as planned in the US 
capital. 

In Moscow, the Kremlin 
said it was "disappointed' 
with the decision, saying 
Washington was not ready to 
build ties with Pmssia on an 
■equal baas," and insisted the 
invitation to Obama still 
stands. 

White House spokesman 
Jay Carney said tliat while 
the Umted States valued what 
had been accomplished with 
Pmssia in Obama's first temi, 
especially on Afghanistan 
and North Korea, there had 
not been enough progress to 
warrant a summit in early 
September.

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CIA official: Syria war 
biggest threat to US 
security 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
war in Syria poses the great¬ 
est tlireal to US security be¬ 
cause of the iTsk of the 
government falling and the 
country becoming a 
weapons-rich haven for Al- 
Qaeda, a CIA official says. 

CIA second-in-command 
Michael Morell gave the as¬ 
sessment m an interview pub¬ 
lished Tuesday by tlie Wall 
Street Journal as he prepares 
to retire after 33 years vi/ith 
the agency. 

Morell said diere are now 
more foreign fighters flowing 
into Syna eadi montli to take up 
arms with Al Qaeda-affiliated 
groups tlian tliere were going to 
Iraq to figlit with Al-Qaeda at 
tlie height d f the v/ 2 r there. 

The Syrian government's 
weapons "are going to be up 


for grabs and up for sale'" as 
they were in Libya when 
Moamer Kadhafi fell, he 
added. 

■ It's probably the mo st im¬ 
portant issue in the world 
today," he said of the war in 
Syris^ 'because of where it is 
currently heading' — toward 
tlie fall of the government of 
President Bashar al-Assad, 
according to Morell. 

Morell also said the vio¬ 
lence 111 Syria has tlie poten¬ 
tial to spill across borders 
into Lebanon, Jordan and 
Iraq 

Morell told the Journal 
that second on Ins list was 
Iran, followed by the global 
Al-Qaeda threat, Nortli 
Korea, and cyberwarfare. 

On Al-Q aeda, he said the 
United States had "signift- 
cantly degraded" the group"'s 
capabilities in Pakistan and 
Afghanistan 

But the terror network has 
also scored victories, such as 
its dispersal, which he said 
has spread its ideology and 
global reach.

Obama honors Africa attack victims 
on 15th anniversary

tnbute Wednesday to victims of the 195E terror attacks 
against the US embassies in Kenya and Tanzania.

US,EU urg» 
return to 
democracy 
In Egypt 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Tlie United States and the 
European Union on 
Wednesday urged Egypt's 
battling political factions 
and dominant military to 
agree a path for a return to 
democratic rule 
Last month's overtlirow of 
Egypt's elected Islamist 
president Moliamed Morsi 
by tlie military emb arrassed 
Western leaders already 
struggling to adapt their 
policies in tlie wake of the 
Arab Spnng revolts. 
Diplomatic attempts to bro¬ 
ker a negotiated settlement 
in Egypt, the Arab world''s 
most populous nation, have 
made no headway and now 
the military nsks provoking 
ftirtlier violence by ordering 
its opponents off the streets. 
Washington and Brussels 
sent envoys — US Deputy 
Secretary of State William 
Bums and EU Special Rep¬ 
resentative Bemadmo Leon 
-- to Cairo to talk to the 
army-imposed interim gov¬ 
ernment and to its Muslim 
Brotherhood opponents. 

But their outreach was re¬ 
buffed, and on Wednesday 
US Secretary of State Jolm 
Kerry and EU foreign pol¬ 
icy chief Cathenne Ashton 
released a joint statement. 
"While furtlier violent con- 
firintadGns have thus fer been 
avoided, we remain con¬ 
cerned andtroubledtliat gov¬ 
ernment and opposition 
leaders have not yet found a 
way to break a dangerous 
stalemate and agree to imple¬ 
ment tangible confidence 
building measures,' tliey said. 
"Tlie Egyptian government 
bears a special responsibil¬ 
ity to begin this process to 
ensure the safety .and wel¬ 
fare of its citizens," the 
statement continued. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - An 
intercepted conference call 
between Al-Qaeda leader 
Ayman al-Zawahiri and his 
top operatives was prompted 
the Umted States to close its 
Middle East diplomatic mis¬ 
sions, according to a report 
Wednesday. 

Online journal Tlie Daily 
Beast, citing US intelligence 
sources, said more than 30 
Al-Qaeda operatives fi'om 
across the militant group's 
global network were on the 
call.

Japan says battle to stop nuclear 
plant leaks 'urgent* 



TOKYO CAFP) - Japan's 
pnme minister Wednesday 
said Tokyo would get more in¬ 
volved in cleaning up tlie cnp - 
pled Fukushima nudear plant, 
as he described as "urgent" a 
battle to stop radioactive water 
from leaking mto die ocean 

Tlie govenmient's more 
prannnent role comes as critics 
attack plant operator Tokyo 
Electnc Power and its han¬ 
dling of tlie more than two- 
year-old atomic crisis, the 
worst nudear accident in a 
generation. 

The embattled utility --kept 
aflo at by a goveniment bail out 
— last month admitted for the 
first time that radioactive 
groundwater had been leaking 
outside the plant, confirming 
long-held suspicions of ocean 
contamination from its shat¬ 
tered reactors. 

It has since said tainted 
water has been escaping into 


the Pacific for more than two 
yeaiE. 

On Wednesday, an offiad at 
Japan's industry ministiy said 
Tokyo estimates a whopping 
30Q tonnes of contaminated 
water from a newly discovei'ed 
leal^ site may he seeping mto 
the ocean daily. 

A French expert said tlie en¬ 
vironmental nsk posed by the 
leaks was small compared to 


the overall radioacUve contam¬ 
ination from tlie disaster. 

The leaks however have 
triggered fiesh womes over 
the plant's precaiious state and 
TEPCO's ability to deal with a 
Rowing list of problems after 
its reactors were swamped by 
a tsunami in March 2011, 
sending them into meltdown. 

The company has also faced 
widespread criticism over its 
1 ack 0 f transp areu cy in. making 
critical infomiation public 
since die disaster 

On Wednesday Prime Min¬ 
ister SlnnxD Abe said Ins gov¬ 
ernment would beef up efforts 
to help with the expected 
decades-long clean up, winch 
has 1 ai’gely b e en le ft to TEPC O 
to handle.

Scientists have long feared 
the vims would mutate into a 
fomi that ti'ansmits easdy from 
person to person. 

In the new study, Bao and a 
team report on the case of a 
dD-year-old man who died m 
hospital after contracting the 
H7N9 virus, winch he appar¬ 
ently transmitted to Ins daugh¬ 
ter. 

Tlie 33-year-old woman, 
who had nursed her father for 
over a week, also died in hos¬ 
pital. 

She had had no access to 
potentially infected poultry, 
leading investigators to con¬ 
clude that the “most likely ex¬ 
planation" for her illness was 
direct virus transmission from, 
her father, who had regularly 
visited live poultry inai'kets 


Despite this apparent evi¬ 
dence of direct transmission, 
tlie vims's transmissibility re¬ 
mained "limited and non-sus- 
tamable," said the paper None 
of 43 other people who had 
had close contact with tlie two 
patients, including hospital 
staff, contracted the vims. 

Tlie scientists noted they 
had been unable to inteiview 
tlie two critically ill patients 
and could not definitively mle 
out the possibility that tlie 
daughter picked up the vims 
somewhere else, although tins 
seemed “less hkely". 

Official figures released last 
month said the H7N9 vims 
had made 133 people ill in 
mainland China since the first 
human cases were reported in 
March Dfwhich43 died.

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Uruguay leader mulls legal marijuana 'experiment” 



MONTEVIDEO (AFP) - 
Uruguay wants to make a 
"contribution to humanity" 
by legalising marijuana but 
will backtrack if the " expen- 
menr goes awry. President 
Jose Mujica told AFP in an 
exclusive intervisw 

Mujica said he sees his 
country as a potential test 
case for an idea slowly gain¬ 
ing steam acro ss Latin Amer¬ 
ica -- that the legalization and 
regulation of some drugs 
could sap tlie cartel violence 
devastating much of the re¬ 
gion. 

"Like any expenment, nat¬ 
urally, there are nsks, and we 
have to understand that if 
they prove too much for us 
then we must backtrack. We 
do not have to be fanatics," 
Mujica said. 

Last week a bill to have tlie 
government control and reg¬ 
ulate manjuana sales and dis¬ 
tribution was passed by the 
lower house of Uruguay's 
legislatLire. 

The bill, which is backed 
by Mujica's leftist govern¬ 
ment now awaits action by 


the Senate. 

By putting tlie govermnent 
in charge of the manjuana in¬ 
dustry which IS estimated to 
be worth $3D-40 million a 
year, the bill aims to curtail 
illegal trafficking and the vi¬ 
olence tliat comes with it. 

But opposition parties are 
against tlie idea and a poll re¬ 
leased last week said so are 


63 percent of Umguayans. 

Many opponents fear tlie 
legalization of cannabis 
would turn Uruguay into a 
pot tourism hub and encour¬ 
age the use of stronger drugs. 

Mujica counters that tlie 
current policies have failed, 
citing both the moral and fi¬ 
nancial expense of tlie war on 
drugs. 


He estimates that Uruguay, 
a small country with just 3.3 
million people, spends up¬ 
wards of S30 million a year 
on combatting drugs but 
seizes just $4-5 million wortli 
of contraband. 

"As a business this would 
be a disaster, if you look at it 
purely firom an economic 
standpoint," he said. 


"From a moral point of 
view it's much worse, be¬ 
cause the violence consumes 
a lot of people who have 
nothing to do with it,"^ he 
said. 

Umguay is hardly the 
worst-hit by drug violence. In 
Mexico warnng cartels have 
killed tens of thousands of 
people since 3006 and homi¬ 
cides have skyrocketed 
across much of Central 
America. 

Guatemala's president has 
called for drug legalization, a 
vision shared by ex-presi- 
dents in Brazil, Mexico and 
Colombia but oppo sed by tlie 
Umted States and Mexico. 

Mujica insists he does not 
want to totally liberalize mar¬ 
ijuana, but merely bring it 
under slnct official control, 
adding that he would be in 
favor of lough prison sen¬ 
tences for anyone cultivating 
unregistered cannabis. 

Mujica also says he is not 
defending marijuana use or 
ignoring tlie problem of drug 
addiction. He declined to say 
whether he would eventually 
consider the legalization of 
harder drugs.

that "the wolf died from a 
heavy blow to the head, appai'- 
endy from being liitby a car.' 

Hie wolf was in good healdi, 
ai'oiuid one and ahalfyears old 
and had just eaten some young 
beaver, die DWHC said in a 
joint statement with the Natu- 
ralis Biodiversity Centre, the 
Altena research institute and 
WolveuIiiNederland (Wolves 
in the Netiierlands). 

The wolf apparentiy origi¬ 
nally came from "eastern Eu¬ 
rope, neai'tiie Russian border," 
Naturalis and AlteiTa said
